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A PLEA FOR 5 0,000 CHILDREN 
Th ere are 50,000 sch ool ch ildren in America 
wh o can't see nearly as well as th ey sh ou ld see, 
according to an annou ncement made recently 
by Lewis H. Carris, th e managing director of th e 
National Society for th e Prev ention of Blind­ 
ness. 
Th is figu re in itself may not sou nd so start­ 
ling. Bu t th e fact th at only 4000 of th is grou p 
are receiv ing special instru ction is appealing. It 
means th at 46,000 boy s and girls are sitting in 
classroom s, try ing to compete in a race in wh ich 
th ey are h andicapped at th e start. Th ey are 
probably being called stu pid in a good many in­ 
stances wh en th eir ey es, not th eir intellects, are 
at fau lt. 
Ch ildren th emselv es do not alway s know wh at 
is wrong. Th ey h av e no way of knowing wh y 
th e boy across th e aisle u nderstands ex actly 
wh ere th e teach er is pointing wh en sh e tu rns 
to th e colored map th at h angs on th e wall. To 
th e ch ildren with defectiv e ey esigh t th e map is 
a pink and green blu r. 
Th ey don’t know wh y oth er ch ildren complete 
th e answers so qu ickly wh en th e instru ctor 
places a list of printed qu estions in front of th e 
class. 
Now and th en a ch ild will discov er th at th e 
blackboard is mov ing farth er and farth er away . 
Th e words in h is tex t-books are growing smaller 
and smaller. Wh en th at occu rs, h e h as a strange, 
startled sense of frigh t. He is afraid th at h e is 
going blind. 
Bu t h e won’t say th e h ated word ou t lou d. He 
th inks th at if h e keeps th e secret to h imself 
may be it won’t h appen. So h e locks it u p in a 
sensitiv e, misu nderstood, little h eart. 
Th ere are 14 states in th e United States th at 
are prov iding special instru ction for ch ildren 
wh ose ey es are defectiv e. Th ey are placing lamps 
in th e darkness. Bu t in th e oth er 34 states, th e 
h andicapped ch ildren go stu mbling along th e 
same road th e oth ers take, faltering, of cou rse, 
and wondering wh y th ey can’t keep u p. 
Th e amou nt of added ex pense requ ired for 
special instru ction in su ch instances is ju st a 
farth ing compared to th e h u man angu ish th at 
a ch ild with defectiv e ey esigh t can su ffer. Fu r­ 
th ermore, h is mental and spiritu al v isions are 
qu ite likely to become as blu rred as h is ph y sical 
sigh t, if h is “lagging” continu es. 


A RAILROAD TO PLAY WITH 
A Ph iladelph ia lawy er th e oth er day bou gh t 
h imself a railroad.lt is a standard-gau ge line 
th at ru ns from West Denton, Md., to Lewes, Del., 
^t h as fou r box cars and a locomotiv e by way of 
equ ipment and it is ju st 41 miles long. He got 
it at a receiv er’s sale for $2 6,000. 
After remarking th at h e intended to ru n th e 
railroad, at least for th e time being, th e pu r­ 
ch aser added: 
“I really don’t know mu ch abou t it, bu t I am 
reliably informed th at it h as a locomotiv e wh ich 
works.” 
Now th e newspaper dispatch es wh ich told 
abou t all th is did not mention ju st wh y th e man 
bou gh t th e railroad. Bu t it is pleasant to look at 
th e implications in th at little statem ent of h is 
and to conclu de th at h e did it qu ite irrationally , 
ju st by way of y ielding to th at v agu e desire th at 
all of u s nou rish — th e desire to h av e a railroad 
all ou r own to play with . 
Railroads, of cou rse, aren’t to be spoken of 
ligh tly . One migh t as well y earn for ownersh ip 
of th e United States nav y as for ownersh ip of a 
tru nk line railway . Bu t th e ordinary citizen goes 
ah ead and y earns, regardless. 
Ev ery small boy , at one time or anoth er, plans 
to be a railroad engineer. He grows u p and be­ 
comes a real estate salesman, or an orch estra 
condu ctor, or a h igh sch ool principal, instead; 
bu t almost alway s h e retains in h is h eart a trace 
of th at old affection for pu ffing engines and 
sh iny rails, and h e is apt to tell h imself, now and 
th en, th at being a railroad man mu st be an in­ 
teresting life. 
Th is, probably , ex plains th e ph enomenal pop­ 
u larity of toy trains as Ch ristmas gifts. Th ey 
are bou gh t for little boy s, of cou rse; bu t th ey are 
bou gh t by grown men, and two-th irds of th e time 
it is dad, and not sonny , wh o gets th e biggest 
kick ou t of th em. Th e man wh o bu y s su ch an 
ou tfit is getting ev en with fate. He now owns a 
railroad, and h e can sh u ttle th e cars abou t and 
twiddle with th e switch es at will. 
Th is Ph iladelph ia man h as gone th e rest of 
u s one better. He owns a real, su re-enou gh rail­ 
road. We don’t know ju st wh y h e bou gh t it, bu t 
it is nice to th ink th at h e did it for th e same 
reason th at th e rest of u s wou ld, if we cou ld — 
ju st for th e fu n of it.
